Science has opened the door to the new era of comfortable living, and we have 
already entered. Today we are in the midst of the greatest advancement in home 
construction and design that the world has ever seen. 

It is logical advancement, not revolutionary. While some phases of this pro- 
gress have been amazing and have given us new concepts of comfort, conven- 
ience and richer living, we should not be misled by the Sunday-supplement 
fantasies about push-button palaces of glass, chrome and plastic. Actually we 
would feel strange and uncomfortable, if we had to live in a glass globe or 
white-tiled pylon. Nation-wide surveys among home planners indicate that an 
overwhelming majority of persons still prefer homes with traditional exteriors. 

Experienced builders have learned their lesson from the past. Whenever they 
have departed from the sensible standards and built houses of freakish design, 
they have found themselves "stuck" with dated monstrosities. Every house 
should have individuality, but not incongruity. 

You will not find any freakish designs in these pages. Here are modern 
American homes, adapted to the finest traditional designs to please a vast var- 
iety of tastes from Colonial, Spanish, Italian farmhouse, Ranch House to Mod- 
ern and Neo-Classical. 

With the new use of insulating solar heating, thermo-glass and modern 
heating methods, these homes are adaptable to all climates, in any part of the 
United States. 

Your Future Home will actually be the house of yesterday, re-planned to 
include all the new features, economies and conveniences which industrial 
science has made available in new materials, appliances and equipment. 

Listed below are the modern innovations incorporated in every house illus- 
trated in these pages. Also, here is some general advice for building "Your 
Future Home." 



FOUNDATIONS 

Before starting your foundation, you should check carefully with your local 
building authorities on these points: soil conditions, depth of frost line, eleva- 
tion of your lot above sea level, depth to water table, set-back and other regula- 
tions, including local requirements for anchoring foundations, strength of ma- 
terials and construction. 



EXTERIOR MATERIALS 

Your personal preference will largely determine what materials are to go 
into the outer structure of your new home. In your selection you should con- 
sider the style of architecture, durability, of materials, economy of construction, 
extremes of climatic conditions, landscaping and the relation of your house to 
its neighborhood background. 

From the following pages you will note the eye appeal of various materials 
in the exterior structures. For example, an extremely pleasing effect is illustrated 
with a combination of common brick and stucco finish. Other durable rough 
textures for outer wall finish are asbestos or wood shingles and various types 
of tile. For a trim outer wall finish, some persons prefer white painted clap- 
boards. Roofs also can be changed to suit personal preference and local climatic 



conditions. Numerous other materials are now available for exterior walls. Make 
inquiries to learn what materials are locally produced, to save freight charges 
in your overall costs. 

HEATING— INSULATION— AIR CONDITIONING 

New heating plants for homes make basements unnecessary. By using the 
modern heating units, you can save these construction costs, have extra com- 
fort and locate your house in any part of the United States. 

One simple unit can provide heat for your house in cold weather, keep it 
cool during the hottest summer days. Regardless of outside temperatures, every 
room in the modern house can now be kept comfortable by these new automatic, 
finger-tip control systems. 

WINDOWS— DOORS 

Large windows are what modern home builders want more than any other 
feature. Our devotion to the sun and outdoor living is undoubtedly the reason 
for this modern trend. 

These larger glass areas, providing more light, ventilation and heating econ- 
omy, as well as more cheerful interiors and wider vistas for beauty, are made 
possible today by the use of the new insulated thermopane glass, both in win- 
dows and doors. 

More outside doors, with panelled glass, also seem to be favored by home 
builders today. 

OUTDOOR LIVING ROOMS 

Because so many millions of Americans want to spend many hours in the 
sun and insist that their future homes have facilities for outdoor living, these 
pages feature many types of outdoor living rooms. 

Illustrated here are massive picture windows of insulated glass, installed with 
all-weather double glazing. The air spaces between the panes serve to prevent 
heat from entering the room in summer and escaping in winter. 

The outdoor living room is a great modern contribution to American home 
life. It may serve as the social rendezvous of the family and as a dining room. 
In some of these designs we have omitted the dining room entirely, since the 
average small family uses it only three hours out of the day. By the use of 
sliding wall doors or Venetian blinds, a private dining space can easily be 
segregated in the outdoor living room. 

CLOSETS— GARAGES— BUILT-IN FURNITURE 

Basements and attics are disappearing from modern home design. Therefore, 
other storage spaces must be incorporated in the structural plan. 

Part of this problem has been solved by increasing closet space within the 
living quarters. Many of the homes illustrated here have up to nine or ten large 
closets. The bedroom double closets have built-in tray cabinets, shoe racks, 
shelves, and compartments, in addition to the spaces for hanging clothes. Bath- 
room and linen closets are especially spacious. 

Bookcases, cabinets and other furniture, usually mobile, are now being built 
into the walls or rooms. The popularity of built-in features is understandable. 
They create a tailor-made appearance in the rooms, add considerable living space 
and save in home costs. 

New designs for garages allow much more space than the old-fashioned type 
which had room enough for only one car with careful driving. In these designs 



for today's homes you will note the garage space allows ample room for free 
movement around the car, and in addition has storage space for trunks, lug- 
gage and supplies. In some cases, space has also been provided for a work- 
bench and tool closets or for a laundry room with tubs or washing machine. 

KITCHENS 

Modern planning of kitchens is based on years of study of the kitchen activi- 
ties in American homes, to save steps and to determine the most efficient rela- 
tionship of the major appliances — stove, refrigerator, sink, and various working 
areas. With the introduction of new electric appliances — such as disposal 
units, dish-washers and mixing machines — the modern kitchen must be planned 
to accommodate them efficiently. 

With new metals and plastics available, modern styling can make the kitchen 
a thing of beauty and a joy in which to work. Cupboards and cabinets, sometimes 
worktables, are built into the walls, so that the kitchen can always present 
pleasing proportions of its wall spaces. Such modern developments as trans- 
parent plastic fixtures for faucets and other plumbing accessories, chromium 
trim and glazed tiles, large windows and the new streamlined appliances make 
the kitchen of today a dream come true for the housewife. 

The stoves and ice boxes will be built-in, thus eliminating all uncleanable 
breeding spaces for vermin. New bug and bacteria lights in lower and upper 
closets will kill all bugs and sterilize contents, at very low cost. 

BATHROOMS 

The new bathrooms will reflect the latest advances in improved materials per- 
haps more than any other part of the modern house. Fixtures will be made of 
new alloys that will not corrode or stain. There will be new floorings and pan- 
el ings that will not warp or chip. 

Commodious built-in cabinets will be planned for functional service as well 
as eye pleasure. The new plastics will probably find great favor for shower cabi- 
nets and curtains. Translucent glass bricks for outer walls will admit more day- 
light, and more electrical outlets will be provided for the use of the many new 
appliances Americans will enjoy, such as ultra-violet ray lamps, vibrating ma- 
chines, wall lighting, even telephones. 

We hope the following illustrations will awaken an appreciation of the prac- 
tical utilization of the new things for "Your Future Home" together with a sound 
interpretation of basic tastes, changing trends and modern concepts in better 
American living.
